RESTAURANTS AND MEAT MAR-
KETS ARE NOW SCREENING, AS
NEW MEASURE IS EFFECTIVE
ONE WEEK FROM TODAY—
GARBAGE CANS MUST BE
SCREENED.

One week from today the new or-
dinance entitled “an ordinance relat-
ing to protection against flies,” will
become effective, and unless a great
many places of business get real busy
right away in an endeavor to conform
with terms imposed, some cases are
goiug to be possible in the city cowm} .
against a number of business men.
The ordinance is & sweeping tirade
against the housefly, and the section |
which will affect a great many places|
of business is No, 6, reading as fol-
lows: . :

That all markets, butcher shops,
and, from April 1st to November 1st
of each year, all restaurants and hotel
dining rooms shall be screened in;
such way as to exciude fiies, access
thereto being through screened doors.

Section one compels the screening
of all garbage cans, kitchen waste,
etc. Section three prohibits keening
of waste of any description about
premises unless screened; No. 4 pro-
hibits the conveyance of dead animals
along any street or alley unless the
carcass is protected, and section 5
compels the screening of rooms con-
taining typhoid fever patients or any
other contagious disease sufferers.

Several thousand copies of the ordi-
nance have been printed in pamphlat
form and five sanitary inspectors
carry a bundle of them for free dis-
tribution. ™~
